ducts

known Bethlebem township runnel 
who has done so mucb 
to make 
the depaitment attractive by

nne displays, will not be able to do 
much in thac lioe this jear. It is 
therefore the desire of tha b-Jto-d that 
farmers and 
garcieneis turoughout 
the county take up the matter at 
once and prepare lur a fine exhibit. 
They believe Coshocton county farms 
and gardens can pioduce the ciopb 
necessary to provide a good exhibit.

Ghastly Story Told by Two 


Survivors of a Wreck. 


DRIFTED F0« FORTY DAYS ON A RAFT 


Tiring of Seaweed, Barnacle, and 


Boot* and Almost Ina»n« From Se- 
vere Privations, Shipwrecked Sailors 
«*T«gcly Devour Oiie Atiotlier—The 
X>»y»s Record of Crime. 
Singapore, April 8.—-A ghastly story 


'«f catiitbalism at sea was brought to 
Singapore by two survivors of the 
Nova Scotian bark Angola, wrecked. 
six days' sail from Manilla. Oct. 23 
last The survivors, Johnson, a Swede, 
and Marticornu, a Spaniard, assert 
that the Angola struck a reef. Two 
rafts were built. The smaller, bearing 
five men, disappeared. The other, 
with 12 men. drifted for 40 days. The' 
Bailors ate barnacles, sea weed, and 
finally their boots. On the twenty- 
fifth day two became insane and killed 
themselves. -'On the twenty-sixth a 
frenchman killed the mate with an 
•ax, drank his blood and tried to eat 
fcis brains, but was prevented by the 
others. Next day the Frenchman was 
lulled while attempting to murder the 
captain. The survivors, all of whom 
were now insane, ate the Frenchman's 
body. Cannibalism 
continued until 


only Johnson and Marticornu remain- 
ed. On the forty-second day the raft 
stranded on Subi or Flat island, north- 
west of Borneo. Johnson and Marti- 
cornu were awfully emaciated. Friend- 
ly Malays sent them by junk to Sin- 
gapore.
